Times  were  changing.  By  the  end  of 
March  1870,  Congress  had  declared  every 
former  “rebel”  state  to  be  in  regular  relations 
with  the  U.S.  government.  As  if  to  under¬ 
score  the  news,  the 
southern  cotton 
crop  chmbed  to 
three  miUion  bales 
the  same  year. 

Meanwhile,  John  D. 

Rockefeller  found¬ 
ed  the  Standard  Oil 
Company,  Congress 
passed  the  15  th 
Amendment  (pro¬ 
hibiting  the  denial 
of  voting  rights  on 
the  basis  of  race, 
color,  or  previous 
condition  of  servi¬ 
tude),  and  paperback 
“dime  novels”  (mostly 
romance  and  adven¬ 
ture  stories)  enjoyed 
widespread  popular¬ 
ity. 

In  San  Francisco,  milhonaires 
were  building  elaborate  man¬ 
sions  on  Nob  HiD,  while  at  the 
comer  of  Fifth  and  Mission 
streets,  the  new  San  Francisco 
Mint  building  was  taking  shape. 

Reportedly,  a  ghttering  array  of 
coins  was  placed  in  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  “Granite  Lady,”  includ¬ 
ing  the  only  $3  gold  piece  struck  at  the 
San  Francisco  Mint  in  1870  (or  in  any 
other  year  after  1860  for  that  matter). 

For  many  years  the  1870-S  $3  gold  piece 
within  the  cornerstone  was  believed  to  be 
unique,  so  it  was  a  real  bombshell  when  a 


purported  second  example  was  offered  in  a 
1911  sale.  Accompanying  it  was  a  note 
penned  by  Coiner  J.B.  Harmstead,  claiming 
that  he  had  made  one  1870-S  $3  gold  piece

for  himself,  as  a  souvenir,  and  another  to  be 
placed  in  the  Mint’s  cornerstone.  The  Janu¬ 
ary  1911  issue  of  The  Numismatist  com¬ 
mented; 

The  sale  of  the 
set  of  $3  gold 
pieces  owned  by 
Mr.  William  H . 
Woodin  will  give 
the  highest  bidder 
for  the  1870  “S” 
piece  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  be  the  only 
possessor  of  a 
complete  collec¬ 
tion  of  “threes.” 

So  far  as  ever  has 
been  learned  there 
is  only  one  such 
mintmark  in  ex¬ 
istence,  and  that 
was  the  one  ac¬ 


quired  by

time  ago. 

It  is  said  than  an  employee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Mint  made  two  of  these  pieces  in 
1870,  one  of  which  was  placed  in  a  cor¬ 
nerstone  of  a  pubhc  building  in  that 
city.  The  other  he  preserved,  and  it 
afterward  passed  into  the  possession 
ofMr.  Woodin.  There  are  quite  a 
number  of  collectors  who  own 
complete  sets  of  the  three-dollar 
pieces  with  this  sin^e  exception, 
and  it  will  be  interesting  to  note 
who  will  become  the  new  owner  of 
the  rarest  of  all  the  “threes.” 

Woodin  was  president  of  the 
American  Car  &  Foundry  Company

This  &  That 

BARGAINS?  In  our  opinion,  serious  coin  collectors  nearly  always  do  best  when  they 
buy  coins  from  a  long-established,  serious  numismatic  firm.  While  there  may  be  “bargains” 
on  television  shopping  networks,  at  flea  markets,  and  on  various  non-numismatic  sales 
outlets  on  the  Internet,  the  chances  for  making  good  buys  are  not  great.  Recently,  Mark 
Glazer  wrote  to  state  that  he  reviewed  certain  Internet  offerings  of  tokens  priced  at  five 
to  1 0  times  what  an  established  dealer  specialist  would  charge!  Of  course,  being  specialized 
dealers  ourselves,  we  are  not  without  bias.  However,  basic  checking  will  quickly  verify  the 
truth  of  what  we  say.

1 998  IS  THE  1  BOTH  ANNIVERSARY  of  the  California  Gold  Rush.  Curiously,  there 
has  been  little  numismatic  notice  of  this  watershed  event,  and,  to  our  knowledge,  no  one 
has  proposed  a  commemorative  coin  honoring  the  occasion.  It  is  not  too  late  for  Coin 
World,  COINage,  Coins  magazine.  Numismatic  News,  or  The  Numismatist  to  come  out  with 
a  special  “Gold  Rush  issue.”  Who  knows.  Bowers  and  Merena  might  even  take  a  full-page 
ad  to  encourage  the  project.  Realizing  that  Congress  seems  to  prefer  obscure  events, 
things,  and  people  to  commemorate,  rather  than  nationally  significant  ones,  we  respect¬ 
fully  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  1998  is  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  Wurlitzer 
T onophone,  the  first  popular  coin-operated  piano  to  be  made  and  sold  in  the  United  States. 

A  1927  PIECE  [not  a  typo!]  DOLLAR:  In  the  late  1940s  a  group  of  seven  former 
schoolmates,  all  of  whom  had  been  born  in  1 927,  “went  to  a  jeweler  with  a  1 927  Liberty 
Head  silver  dollar  and  had  it  cut  into  seven  pieces,  each  punched  with  a  hole  so  it  could  be 
worn  with  our  dog  tags.”  Years  later  the  seven  had  a  reunion,  and  “we  were  able  to 
reassemble  that  dollar."  Now  we  know  there  is  at  least  one  1927  piece  dollar  in  addition 
to  all  of  those  other  1 927  Peace  dollars!  (Recollection  of  Stanley  Adoff  in  People  magazine,

jects — ranging  from  George  Washington  to 
historic  buildings,  to  events  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War.  Further,  he  was  the  first  person  to 
issue  a  medal  (in  1861)  in  connection  with  the 
Civil  War.

Hodge  (who  did  much,  but  landed  in  jail), 
William  E.  Dubois  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint, 
Joseph  J.  Mickley,  John  Allan  (was  he 
America’s  very  first  coin  dealer?),  Joseph  N.T.

However,  every  once  in  a  while  a  notice 
such  as  this,  in  a  recent  issue  of  The  Wall  Street  Journal  (August  14, 1998,  page  1)  makes 
one  think  that,  after  all,  there  is  comfort  in  “hard”  assets;  “Russia’s  markets  were  paralyzed 
amid  fears  that  the  government  would  defoult  on  its  debt,  devalue  the  ruble,  or  both. 
Trading  in  stocks,  bonds,  and  currency  froze  as  banks  and  brokers  refused  each  other’s 
business....”

TO  RAISE  MONEY  in  the  “initial  public  offering”  (IPO)  sector  of  the  stock  market,  it 
pays  to  have  “.com”  as  part  of  your  business  title,  according  to  several  accounts  we’ve  read 
recently.  With  “.com”  it  is  not  necessary  to  make  a  profit,  and  even  companies  that  have 
racked  up  mind-boggling  losses  for  multiple  quarters  can  turn  a  profit.  Of  course,  the 
market  loves  its  darlings,  but  when  they  fall,  everyone  then  says  “I  knew  it  would  happen.” 
Meanwhile,  the  large  brokerage  houses  who,  certainly,  will  “know”  at  a  later  time,  are 
saying  nothing  now.  This  reminds  us  to  comment  that  the  compensation  system  for 
stockbrokers  seems  to  be  all  wrong.  If  one  buys  shares  and  holds  them  for  years,  as  for 
example  your  editor  has  done  with  Walt  Disney  Enterprises  and  a  few  other  “pets,”  the 
stockbrokers  make  no  money  during  this  holding  period.  Thus,  many  brokers  are 
motivated  to  suggest  that  clients  buy  or  sell,  even  though  it  would  not  be  in  the  clients’  best 
financial  interests.  (Of  course,  most  mutual  funds,  with  an  annual  maintenance  fee,  have 
solved  this  problem,  and  those  that  run  the  funds  are  oriented  toward  achieving  the  best 
return  for  their  clients.)

Basic  Guide  to  United  States  Commemorative  Coins  (with  Michael  j.  Hodder). 
Buyer’s  and  Enthusiast’s  Guide  to  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents  (it  would  be  hard  to 
imagine  any  serious  collector  who  lacks  this  book;  besides  the  tide  subject,  there  is  a  wealth 
of  information  about  die-making  and  minting  procedures) 

Buyer’s  Guide  to  Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars  (about  1 ,001  of  our  clients  have 
written  to  say,  in  effect,  “This  is  one  of  the  most  useful  books  I’ve  ever  bought!”) 

Buyer’s  Guide  to  the  Rare  Coin  Market  (now  out  of  print,  but  we’re  working  on  a 
revised  edition,  in  response  to,  again,  about  1,001  comments) 

Buyer’s  Guide  to  United  States  Gold  Coins  (a  minor  title  at  best) 

[/  Coins  and  Collectors  (Dave’s  first  book,  published  in  1964) 

Collecting  Rare  Coins  for  Profit  (published  by  Harper  &  Row;  this  leading  publisher

High  Profits  from  RareCoin  Investment  (also  issued  in  a  German-language  edition;  not 
counted  here  as  a  separate  title) 

How  to  be  a  Successful  Coin  Dealer  (written  for  and  published  by  Coin  World;  out  of 
print  for  a  long  time;  perhaps  we  should  write  an  update,  for,  after  all,  coin  certification  was 
invented  in  1986,  which  is  since  the  last  updating  was  done!) 

Inside  View  of  the  Coin  Hobby  in  the  1930s:  The  Walter  P.  Nichols  File  (quite  a  few 
serious  students  of  coin  business  history  have  enjoyed  this  one;  it  is  sort  of  a  cult  favorite

You  Asked 


We  invite  readers  to  submit  questions  of  interest  in  the  field  of  American 
numismatics.  All  questions  will  be  answered,  and  some  will  be  used  in  this  column. 


R.E.  ASKS:  Recently  I  was  offered  a 
1 652  Massachusetts  silver  shilling  called 
a  “contemporary  counterfeit.”  My  ques¬ 
tion  is  this:  Does  “contemporary”  mean 
that  it  was  made  recently,  or  does  it 
mean  that  it  was  made  in  1 652? 

CC  ANSWERS:  A  “contem¬ 
porary  counterfeit”  is  one  that 
was  made  in  the  same  general 
era  in  which  originals  were 
made.  Many  contemporary 
counterfeits  in  various  series, 
if  die  struck,  have  numismatic 
value,  often  considerable.  Ex¬ 
amples  of  valuable  contemporary 
counterfeits  include  the  1785  Ryder-5 
Vermont  copper,  many  Machin’s  Mills 
imitation  British  halfpence,  the  1786 
Nova  Constellatio  copper,  and  the 
1793  Strawberry  Leaf  copper  cent. 

A  recent  counterfeit  would  be  properly 
described  as  a  “modem  counterfeit,”  “re¬ 
cent  counterfeit,”  or  some  other  term  indi¬ 
cating  that  it  was  made  in  our  own  time. 
Such  counterfeits  have  little  if  any  numis¬ 
matic  value. 


L.L.  ASKS:  i  enjoy  my  collection  of 


Morgan  silver  dollars,  but  I  am  having 
trouble  defining  what  my  collection 
should  be.  What  varieties  should  I  in¬ 
clude?  I  am  not  a  “magnifying  glass  collec¬ 
tor,”  and  I  am  not  particularly  interested 
in  using  a  microscope  to  determine  which 
variety  is  which.  Right  now  I  have  47 
different  dates  and  mintmarks 
from  1878  to  1921,  most  of 
which  I  boughtfrom  Bowers  and 
Merena. 

CC  ANSWERS:  I  suggest  that 
you  buy  just  one  of  each  date 
and  mintmark  in  the  date 
range  you  mention.  I 
haven’t  counted  them  all 
up,  but  the  Guide  Book 
will  give  you  a  good  list¬ 
ing  from  which  to  pick 
these  out.  This  will  amount 
to  somewhat  over  95  differ¬ 
ent  coins.  In  addition,  add  any  vari¬ 
eties  which  you  find  interesting  and,  per 
your  dislike  for  magnification,  which  are 
also  obvious.  Such  varieties  as  the 
“Overfeathers”  variety  of  1878  and  the 
1 900-O/CC  overmintmark  are  always  nice 
to  own.

and  later  served  as  U.S. 
secretary  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury  (1933).  He  was 
also  a  numismatist  of 
great  abihty  and  was 
the  first  person  to  write 
on  the  subject  of  rare 
gold  coins  as  being  a 
worthwhile  financial 
investment.  Moreover, 
he  wrote  the  standard 
reference  book  on 
United  States  pattern 
coins,  published  by  the 
American  Numismatic 
Society  in  1912.  His 
friend  and  fellow  nu¬ 
mismatist,  Edgar  H. 

Adams,  took  the  pho¬ 
tographs. 

At  the  1911  sale,  his 
$3  gold  piece  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  S.  Hudson 
Chapman  for  $1,470 
(several  hundred  dollars 
more  than  the  price  of  a 
new  Model  63  Stanley 
Steamer  touring  car). 

In  1945,  the  Celina  Coin  Company  of 
Cehna,  OH,  owned  by  brothers  Ted  and  Carl 
Brandts,  specialfaed  in  rarities.  A  showpiece 
among  their  offerings  was  the  1870-S  $3  gold 
piece  formerly  owned  by  Woodin.  An  adver¬ 
tisement  in  the  pages  of  The  Numismatist  read; 

THE  RAREST  UNITED  STATES 
COIN— THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 
PIECE— 1870  SAN  FRANCISCO  MINT. 

The  only  coin  listed  as  UNIQUE  in  the 
Standard  Catalogue  cf  United  States  Coins.  As  fin 
as  we  know,  there  was  only  one  piece  struck. 
Some  claim  two  specimens  were  struck,  one 
being  in  the  cornerstone  of  the  San  Francisco 
Mint.  PRICE  ON  APPLICATION. 

It  was  later  acquired  by  Baltimore,  Mary¬ 
land,  banker,  Louis  E.  Efiasbcrg,  Sr.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Morton  B.  Stack  in  a  communication 


to  Mr.  Ehasberg,  the 
Brandts  wanted  $12,500 
for  the  coin,  however 
Mr.  Stack  was  able  to 
obtain  it  for  just  $11 ,000 
plus  a  commission  of  five 
percent.  Therefore,  the 
coin  cost  $11,550  as 
shown  by  an  invoice 
dated  January  28,  1946. 

Ehasberg  died  in 
1976.  At  a  1982  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  Galleries 
auction,  the  1870-S  $3 
gold  piece  reahzed 
$687,500. 

Today  in  1998,  North 
American  Coins  &  Prices 
and  the  Guide  Book  of 
United  States  Coins  de¬ 
scribe  the  1870-S  $3 
gold  piece  as  “unique,” 
while  other  references 
cite  a  mintage  of  two 
pieces,  although  no  sec¬ 
ond  specimen  has  ever 
come  to  light.  No  one 
knows  for  certain  which 

figure  is  correct. 

In  addition  to  an  1870-S  $3  gold  piece, 
the  “Granite  Lady’s”  cornerstone  may  con¬ 
tain  now,  or  may  have  contained  at  one 
time,  a  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollar  and  half 
dime  of  the  same  year.  Fewer  than  a  dozen 
1870-S  dollars  are  known,  including  the 
“Eureka”  specimen,  so  named  because  it  was 
discovered  in  the  cash  register  of  an  apoth¬ 
ecary  in  Eureka,  California  around  1918. 
The  1870-S  half  dime  was  unknown  until  an 
example  was  found  in  1978. 

Later  the  1870-S  $3,  beheved  to  be  unique, 
passed  into  the  collection  of  Harry  W.  Bass, 
Jr..  In  1989  at  the  Coinage  of  the  Americas 
Conference  held  by  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Society,  it  was  on  loan  exhibit,  much  to 
the  dehght  of  those  attending  the  event.

AMERICAN  PORTRAITS 


In  our  last  issue  we  illustrated  this 
“mystery  man,”  an  individual  who  played 
a  small  role  in  American  coinage.  Now 
we  identify  him.  He  is  none  other  than 
Philadelphia  attorney  John  Frederick 
Lewis,  a  prominent  local  patron  of  the 
arts,  who  furnished  the  idea  for  the 
design  of  the  1 926  Sesquicentennial  com¬ 
memorative  half  dollar,  the  dies  for 
which  were  subsequently  cut  by  John  R. 
Sinnock  (chief  engraver  at  the  Mint). 
For  years  the  Mint  maintained  that 
Sinnock  designed  the  half  dollar,  a  false¬ 
hood  that  found  its  way  into  numerous 
reference  books  and  other  printed 
sources  of  information.  As  Don  Taxay 
suggested  in  his  1967  reference  on  the 
commemorative  series,  “Perhaps. ..it  is  time  for  a  new  credit  line.”  Actually  Lewis  and 
Sinnock  should  share  the  credit. 

The  catalogue  shown  here  (recently  purchased  from  Joslin  Hall  Rare  Books  and  added 
to  our  library)  illustrated  Lewis  on  the  frontispiece  and  described  his  collection  of  American 
portraits  which  had  been  presented  to  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  and  other 
institutions. 

Relevant  to  numismatics  and  to  the  Sesquicentennial  half  dollar  (which  pictures 
Washington  on  the  obverse  along  with  President  Calvin  Coolidge),  the  foreword  to  the 
book,  by  Mantle  Fielding,  noted:  “Mr.  Lewis  was  especially  interested  in  portraits  of  George 
Washington— many  likenesses  of  whom  he  made  as  gifts,  at  different  times,  to  various 
schools  and  libraries  of  the  city.”

This  &  That 

DOUG  NYHOLM  sent  a  clipping  the  other  day  from  the  Enquirer-Bulletin,  published  in 
Burlingame,  CA.  The  article,  “Frontier  Journalism:  An  editor  will  shoot  anybody  but  a  paying 
subscriber,”  by  Michael  Svanevik  and  Shirley  Burgett,  told  of  the  rough  and  ready  times  of  the 
Gold  Rush.  The  Californian,  a  weekly  published  at  $5  per  year,  was  a  “one-page,  8  by  1 2  inch 
sheet,  was  dim,  dirty,  and  printed  on  paper  normally  used  for  wrapping  cigars;  two  V’s 
compensated  for  missing  W’s.”  However,  by  late  spring  1848  the  news  of  gold  had  become 
so  intense  that  it  was  impossible  to  find  employees  for  the  paper,  and  it  and  a  rival  locked  their 
doors  in  mid-June,  later  merging  and  reappearing  in  the  autumn.  Things  changed,  and  as  the 
novelty  of  rushing  to  the  gold  fields  diminished,  journalism  became  more  important.  By  1 853 
there  were  12  daily  newspapers  in  San  Francisco.  One  early  paper  was  called  the  Evening 
Picayune,  but  it  was  not  stated  that  the  term  picayune  has  a  connection  to  numismatics;  it  was 
slang  for  a  6-1  /2C  Spanish-American  silver  coin,  also  called  a  half-bit  or  medio.  At  the  time 
there  were  no  copper  coins  in  circulation  in  San  Francisco  and  no  paper  money;  it  was  strictly 
a  gold  and  silver  city.
